It is optional whether a call fireman joins the 
system, and if he does it is only under, the special provision | ne a 
by which he can receive disability protections He does not 8 Be eh 
receive any pension or annuity benefits as compensation for vee 
services ren ored over a period of time as is the normal pur- 
nose of any retirement system. His coverage is limited solely — 
to disability compensation and I do not believe that the fact | 
thet this protection is provided under the Firemen's Retirement 
Act would make a call fireman, who desires this type of protection, 
a memoer of a retirement system so as to exclude him from social 
security coverefee |
